The district 
oS l'riiicir*Alb#^^ omntailis a white popula- 
tion of 2000, who lire mostly engagtiil in 
fanning. Duck Lake, where thi? (i'.;htiiig 
took pi. ice uii Frulay, in halfway helivoen 
Fort Uarleton and the irioutli Saakatclio 
Awn crp.ssiiig; and is distant nine miles 
from Fort Carlelon. The fcrt lira in a, 
hollow, beiieitth a nbolviiig bank, ami in 
caao of a siogo the defenders woulil be 
Bubjected to a plunging lire from abovu. 
Tho disturbed section has boon r.ipidly 
filling with farnier.s tiiid if they aro well 
8upi>liud with aintnaiiitiun and arms they 
wilf prove invaluable auxilisriea to the 
troops th.'it aro now pouring in from Win 
iiipei; and eiistfTii Canada. Thu weather, 
Iiinvover, in luilorly eidd. The Country 
lies buriftd in deep snow and to HoUliers 
who may bo nnaccustomed to e.xpoanro 
the hardships' to he faced during a moat 
inclement season will be very great. 

A'/KS'-b'.l L.'i,, 

Of the eaBtorri' Soudan Kassala is the 
principal City. It is only second among 
the cities of Soi^ddn .tb Khartoum in point 
of trade, size and importance. Knssala 
being now bc.-iie'ged and in danger of cap- 
ture by the Jlabili'a force.s is tho centre uf 
much inleroat. 1 1 ia liuaerlbod by an ex- 
change as "a fortitiud town, the walls be- 
ing built of sun-dried brick and luurl in 
mass. It has about 8,000 inhabitants. 
It is a dii-ty place, the houses btiiltof mud 
and unbaked brick, and the streets vile in 
all respects. Tlio citj' is modern, hiving 
been built by the Egyptians after tho 
viceroy had succeeded in the conquest of 
the section kiunvn iia Toka. Iva-H-sala lieu 
at the foot of a niuinitai-i .'5,500 feet high. 
Tho country between it and the lied Sea 
ia mountainous. Although Massnwah is 
nearer th.-in Su:-J;ii!, the latter port is 
tho outlet of Kassala. It is sixteen days 
journey by e.iniel c:fravan from Kassala to 
Suakiii. Tho distance is perhaps about 
300 niilca. Khartoum is 240 milci, a 
little southwest, from Kassala. The 
country between ia generally Hat, with 
plonty of water in the rainy season and 
very little in the dry mouths. Berber is 
about ')50 niile-s northwest of Ka.ssala." 
A i>eculi:ir fciiture of its condition is tho 
river Gash, on which it is situated. This 
river, rising in tho niouiitaiiis of Abys- 
sinia, flows throughout thu year, with 
strong Hoods in the rainy season, but it 
does not How into any other river or 
roach the .sea. Shortly after passing Ivas- 
aata it sinks into the earth and ia lust. 
The laud along the river is very fertile, 
and hero largo crops of doura, a species 
of corn, are raised. All the tribes be 
tween the Nile and the Red Sea — tho 
Hiidendiiwaa, Hislureens and [lollangas-- 
have littlo love for Egyptian rule, which 
to them has been no better than a system 
of opgauined plunder. And the Egyptian 
forces at Kassala iriay at any moment 
throw open the' gales as did the garrison 
at Khartoum, Egyptian soldiers sent to 
the Soudan have gone without hope of 
Be .'iiig their hioiioii again, and with their 
low type of inlelligi.'iieo and patriotimn — 
poorly p:iid"and treated little better than 
as slaves under tW teft— nothing is easier 
than forthem tt> ftaternies with the in- 
habitants and seUte iow^a amonf; them.

Culutiibiii. 

I'ort iTLuudy to Ssivoiia by ICaii.

comnionces at Lytton station and was 
under the direction of A. F. iNIcLeod, C. 

Lloro also cummenced track laying 
last year. 'I'hu contract extends from 
this point to si.x miles beyond JSponce's 
Bridge. The scenery along this portion 
of the Thompson is very picturesque, not 
so grand as that of the Frasor, but very 
cliarniiug. .\a with tho portion of tho 
line we have |>asaod ovor tho railway runs 
along the river hank curving past the hill- 
aides. The north aido of the river several 
miles from Liyttoii is m; almost perpoii- 
diculiir mass of rock, e.xtendinn ;i,00!) feet 
above the level of tho river, Tho rock is 
of peculiar formation and varied in color, 
layer oii layer. Tho country is of a very 
dry nature, acarcely any rain falling in 
this section. Scrubby looking pines grow 
in the atoney gruutid in abutidauco. Some 
very high trestles span tho gulches, one 
DO feet in height and .'KIO in length having 
been built in Ihree days. This of course 
could not be accomplished wilh haiul labor 
only, ami in oriler to ineot thu deiuaiid 
for ijiiici; work on this section, there being 
on it '2i>0 treaties and wooden bridget., a 
machine was invented to do tho work, 
and ia known as the 

|;R1 l)c;K-li.MSINli .MArni.NK. 

This luiicblne is litted on a -8 foot in- 
closed car i>nd is e.nnpi seil of four drums 
on two main shafts, two inner and two 
outer, both working .in independent fric 
tioii and riiu hya siiii,'le cylinder 10 li. ii. 
engine and Hi h. |i. I)..iler, with water 
Link of tl,IHIi) i;a!lniis capacity, all iihiiio - 
factored at the Y'ale shops. To raise the 
hriiigo a long si eel cable is useil, which 
is mnilo faat on the opposite side of the 
gully or streain to lie crossed to a stick 
dnveii in the earlli, loriiieil a "de.id- 
iiiaii." 'I'lii^ cable is elevated on a "gin- 
pole," and the oilier end iiride fast to the 
lar^e drum in the car. Tho timbers for 
the liridge come ready for raising from 
Texas Lake mill, and are run out on tho 
cable ill single pieces, lowered to their 
place an made fast. The bouts are 
alraiglileiuui to their places by means yf a 
cable at thu rate of about H bents per 
hiMir. Tliero are Seven levoro oil the 
iiiachiiio, and the timbers are raised, 
low ered or handled in very tjuick time. 
It is estimated that live men do the work 
of L',"), and without tho assistance of tho 
inaclnne the rapid ciiiistruction of Con- 
tract it'2 c.iiild not have been accomplished. 
It ia desiijiual hy Mr. ilanoy, the general 
superintendent. When not in use on 
bridgo making it is utiliiced as a pile 
driver. Thoro ia mure tiiaber used on 
contract l)'2 than on any other of tho 
line. Trestle .ifter trestle ia crossed, and 
aoino distance above Lytton wo came to a 
tough piece of engineering work. The rock 
overhung the lino and tho engineers had 
to be let down with ropes over the rotten 
ruck in order to make a survey. 

We crossed the Oariboo road at Lytton 
which also follows the south side of the 
Thonipaoii and now again cross it by a 
bridge the road being SO fei.'t beneath. 
Wo reach Nicoinin, now called Thomp- 
son, where we were told the first gold was 
disctjvered in British Columbia. There 
is a 

i.ovKi.v K.U.I. OF w,\ri-;H 
at tliis point over -00 feet periJOiidicular 
fall, the stream soon ;'.ftcr adding its pure 
water to tho bright, clear waters of the 
'riioin |isiiii river. Tlie mountains on tho 
oppoBito shore again become towering and 
nigoed. Ab'dit lo miles from Lytton 
there is a ijrand view of the snow-clad 
mountains. This was the point the track 
had reached lust summer when Mr. Van 
Hornu wont over the road. Thersi is a 
capital road-bod all along, tho nature of 
the country being such that this was rend- 
ered easy to secure. 

Drynock is seven miles west of Sponco'a 
iiridgo and is a 8t.atiun of tho railway. A 
couple of miles from Drynock is the fam- 
ous 

.Mtin si.iDi; 

so iianied on account of the tendency of 
tho land tu move into the river. It is an 
iminetue deposit of mud about half a mile 
long and three deep at tho roar of which 
are lakes. The mud resting on a fonn- 
datioii of rock, the water oozof underneath 
and this causes the inimensobody to move. 
Ill tho course of the year it has been 
known to slide soverul feet, the wagon 
road having to be rebuilt a ciuiplo of years 
ago In cuiiaecpionce of this phonumeiion. 
We may liere say that the whole road 
from Yale oast is a series of curves, there 
not being a further stretch of strai'ght road 
Until half a mile at a time. At

the banks on tho north side aro clay and 
sand blulls. In 1880 one of those im- 
mense blutl's became so saturatod with 
water that it slid into the river, damming 
it up and carrying an Indian graveyard 
uoiuplotely across, the carved sticks still 
elevated in tho earth. Tho river soon 
percolated its way through iiiid Hows on 
now as siireiie nn ever. 

Tlie waijnii road crosse.i to tlio opposite 
shore at Spenco's over a long wooden 
bridge. Wo bowl along at a good speed 
and a iniln from town cross the Nic(da 
river on a Howe truss bridge, two spans 
of ISO feet each. The work on this con- 
tract 13 ditforeiit from that of any of the 
others. Tile work on all the otln^r con - 
triut.s is chielly sand, gr.ivel and clay, 
while that on contract G2 is iiiduruiteti 
clay, as hard a substanoaas rock and as 
hard to remove. Powder had to bo used 
in or<l(!r to get it out. It could be cut 
and allowed to overhang, such is the hard 
and tenacious nature of tho clay. In 
places it stands naturally a liuudrud foot 
in perpendicular, in others it is in most 
grotcpcpie shapes and can bo chiseled 
readily. '1 he same clay forms part of tho 
river lianks. 

Five miles from Spence's Bridge is camp 
10, where tho steaai ahovol is at work and 
with its iniinunse bucket auon scoops a 
carload of ballast. When 20 cars are 
eiled the

on thu rear car is attached to tho engine 
by a stool cable. Tho train is then taken 
to tho spot where tho ballnsr is to be de- 
poHitod and uncoupling tho engine the 
plow is pulled along the entire length of 
the train and in from one to three min- 
utes the twenty cars aro unloaded. Tho 
plow is kept to tho car floor hy means of 
two arms w hich are attacliud by clamps to 
the sides of tho car, thus keeping it from 
moniJg either way than directly forward. 
One hundred men would bo necessary to 
unload the same amnuiit of ballast, and 
it would tako them from lifteon to thirty 
minutes to accomplish wdiat the plow 
doea in one. Auothor plow is also made 



for the unloading of tho ballast all on the 
ono side of tho car, tho one described un- 
loading it eqbally on both sides. Tu Mr. 
W, H. Aroutrong, tbs-, master meohanio, 
is the credit dud for tliiB ' ingenioaa cpn-^ 
trivance. ^ 

Two hundred men are in Canap 10, in- 
cluding the night shift of thirty men, the 
ballast train and steam shovel being kept 
at work night and day. Ballasting is 
going on at a votj' rapid rate, and by the 
26th of April the road will be ^ 

BALLASTED TO SAVONA, . 

and that from iSponce's Bridgo to Savona 
will be one of the finest stretches of tho 
road. Tho curves aro long, the grades 
good, and a train will bo able to travel at 
a speed of from forty to Qfty miloi per 
hour. The survey on tho previous con- 
tritct are a contrast to these being short 
and rather sharp, the groat number of 
trestles being caused considerably by tho 
nocessity of keeping tho wagon road 
open. At Camp 10 wo partook of sup- 
per at tho company's boarding-house 
and enjoyed a splendid meal, the boat we 
!iad on the linn. 

eoN-rRAOT 03 
conimonoes at Junction Flat, and extends 
to Savona from Camp 10. This contract 
is in charge of Mr. L. B. Hamlin, gov- 
urnmoiit onginour, and W. 0. Mitchell, 
contractor's oiigiiieor. We have a lung 
stretch of good road until we get to the 
great slide at the 

nLAOIl CANON TlTNNEIi, 

where tho whole face of tho tunnel caved 
in last year just a tow miuutos before tho 
ecuistnu'tion train arrivoil, delaying track- 
laying over four weeks. Hero about half 
a mile of the face uf the mountain has at 
Hoino period sauk and spread, in sunie 
places having sunk and spread to a depth 
of from 10 to 10 feet. It was night when 
we arrived at it, aiulhugo firos wore burning 
and lights gleaming while tho night shift 
wi'iro at work. To facilitate tho work of 
tniidi-layiiig a trestle work was built along 
tho face of the preoipitioua blu£f 1,800 feet 
in loiij^th. This is btiilt in a thoroughly 
sulistauliiil manner and only occupied ten 
(lays ill the building, tho raisintj maehiiio 
doing g.ioil work. The curves around the 
liliilV are very acute, one being at 10 degrees, 
wliic-li changes to 20, ngaiu tu '2'2, theu to 
one of 11 ilegreeH (or tho balauco. Tho view 
from tho ear is a grand one, the wall ou tho 
trai k siili! raising pt'rpendicular u tbousaud 
feet, while the opposite shore is one per- 
poiidieuhir mass o{ black rock rising ucar- 
ly '2,000 feet. Tho trestle itself is 150 feet 
from tho rushing stroam beueath, which 
assuhles the same dark hue as the rocks on 
which it flows. Immediately to tho east 
side of tho cinon is some oxtonsivo rock 
l uttings ami fillings, while a mile beyond 
these the indurated clny has to be cut 
through to a height of about (!0 foot. Four 
gangs of ;iiuii wtro at work removing tho 
fallen rock, one at tho tunnel's mouth on a 
trestle 10 feet above, anothi^r on tho top of 
the mountain preparing (or a spot to slope 
the entrance, and one at tho west side of 
tho oavo-iu taking the debris fihrough tho 
tunnel by dump cars to tho river bank. 
The work is going on night and day. Wo 
walked through tho tnuuol, which is arched 
by 19(i arches of timber, composed of two 
uprights and live segments of one part 
Hipiaro timber, the tuunol being lined with 
t-inch plank packed solid. This precludes 
the peissibility of any further fall of rook. 
The rtiel; is a loose black slate formation, 
in uiu veii layers, which tho action of the 
atinosphero loosened and allowed to (all. 
The length of the tunnel is 555 foot, 21 
feet high and 21 foot wide, and 1,000,000 
feet of timber and packing was used in it. 

ASllCUOFT 

1915 milos from Port Moody is a station of 
tho railway. Thoro is a cable ferry across 
the river hero to connect with the Cariboo 
wagon road, trails to Oachee Creek, etc. 
It was in the bar-room of the hotel here 
that a murder was committed last year, 
the iiiurilorer making good his escape ovor 
the mountains. Harper's grist mill on 
Bonaparte river is on tho tho opposite 
side, two miles from Ashcroft. 

Wo pass St. Claud, 199 miles from Port 
iMoody, a telegraph station, and then 
Pennies, named after Mr. 0. Pennie, 
through whose ranch tho road passes in 
the centre. This is tho finest ranch on 
the river and is well supplied with irrigat- 
ing ditches which have been badly out up 
by the railway. Tho Duminion govorn- 
mont have been very lax in settling 
clalniH of farmers whoso farms have been 
appropriated for tho railway line. Eight 
miles from Pennies, wo reaoh the 
famous 

SAVONA FF.llilY, 

the present end of the track. Along the 
Thoni[)8oii for many miles below Sovona 
are magiiiticieiit stretches of land, somo 
rising bench above bouch, and wore they 
irrigated it would'be one of tho moat pro- 
ductive aections on tho continent. Where 
irrigation is now used any kind of fruit 
can bo grown in great abunnanco and 
line (pi.ality, while cereals and routs bring 
an iiumeiise crop. 

It was 10 at night when wo arrived at 
Savona and wo immediately retired. In 
the morning we crossed the government 
bridgo-and breakfasted at thef hot«l, after 
which we walked to tho orest of a hill 
where a magnilicient view of Lake Kam- 
loops ia obtained, covered as yet with an 
icy coat and stretching to the bend in its 
course about six miles. On tho opposite 
side are bench lands sloping up from tho 
lake and looking as smooth as (hough they 
had been artificially leveled. Procuring 
a boat wo cross the lake where it empties 
into the Thunapson, and walk along the 
grade tu tho site of 

VAN UORNB, 

where all supplies aro now forwarded to 
thu gangs engaged on construction work. 
(To bo continued). 



A New Arctic I!Inp. 

The map of tho Arctic region which has 
been received at the United States llydro- 
grapliio office shows tho results of tho very 
latest northern exploring expeditions, in- 
cluding Lientoiiaiit Greely'f. Tho north- 
west coast of Greenland, from Boanniont 
Island north to latitude 83 dog. 21 min. and 
longitude 40 dcg. 4(1 min., is fully mapped 
out, and the intrepid explorer's traces are 
also visible in various additions to the for- 
mer maps of Grinnell Land, from the 80th 
parallel uortliwest. Many new and at tho 
same time familiar names have been added 
to the map, such as Lincoln Soa, Garfield 
Coast, Grant Laud, Arthur Land, Iluut 
I'Vird — the farthest north and named in 
honia' of Siicretary Hunt — Bchloy Laud, 
llazi ii Laud, etc. Mount Arthur is noted 
as an elevation upou tho summit of which 
Lientouaut Greoly stood July 4th, 1882. 
From tho many places upou the map where 
Liiaitontaut Lookwood's natne is mentioned 
in connection with explorations and dis- 
coveries made, it is evident this ofHcor por- 
foruied no small part of tho labor at once 
the most arduous and important of tho ex- 
pedition.
